THE JURY SYSTEM. 


The jury in the Coombs murder 
case at Carson have made a record, 
and given our “jury system”’ 
another black eye. On the first 
ballot taken six of them voted 
“ guilty ” and the remaining six 
“not guilty.” The second ballot 
four of them voted ‘“‘manslaughter,”’ 
three “‘assault and battery’ and 
five “not guilty.’’ The third ballot 
stood as follows: ‘“ Assault and 
hattery,”’ nine; “‘murder in the 
second degree,’ three. The fifth 
and last ballot three stood for ‘‘mur- 
der in the second degree,’’ three for 
“manslaughter,” five Yor ‘‘assault 
and battery,’’ and one was asleep. 
They asked, Saturday, to be dis- 
charged, and no wonder, for if they 
had taken another ballot it would 
probably have resulted in a verdict 
of “justifiable homicide,’’ or per- 
haps they would have come to the 
conclusion that Ross committed 
suicide. A crime was certainly 
committed, and Coombs is either 
guilty of murder in the first decree, 
or second degree, manslaughter, or 
else he is innocent and should be 
discharged. Ross was killed while 
unarmed, by a big bully, too drunk 
to know what he was doing and too 
big a coward to keep from shooting 
ifhe had known. A jury of men 
who had not read the newspaper 
accounts of the murder, committed 
in a town with less than 4,000 in- 
habitants, where everyone Knows 
his neighbor, and his neighbor's 
neighbor, were selected to try him 
and find a verdict in accordance 
with the testimony adduced. The 
conclusion is that five, at least, of 
the 12 showed by their verdict,thata 
man must be an empty-beade: 
numbskull, devoid of the intelli- 
gence to understand the meaning of 
an oath, and not competent to sit on 
a jury where property to the value of 
a nickel is in controversy or the 
life of a wharf rat in jeopardy. The 
sooner our so-called jury system is 
ehanged the better it will be.

LARBOCIATIED PRESS. | 
The First Installment of Evicted 
Irishmen. 
- Boston, April 15. 
The steamer Nestorian arrived last 
night with 65 passengers, most of 


©}them impoverished Irish people sent 


over at the expense of the English 
Government, the greater part of them 
having families, some of which num- 
ber eight or 10 persons, while the 
average is about five. The majority 
are from Galway; others are from 
Mayo, Derry and Donegal. The most 
of them are from Galway, and were 
evicted, and during the past Winter 
have lived as best they could, finding 
shelter in tents. Indian meal por- 
ridge was their principal article of 
food. The agent of the Government 
furnished money to those who de- 
sired to gotoa place beyond Boston, 
the amount depending on the size of 
the family. Some received a few 
shillings; others two, three, five or 
six pounds. A great many of the 
men are farmers, but they seem un- 
decided what they will do bere. Some 
are going to New York, others to 
Pittsburg, Portland, Chicago and 
Canada, while some will remain in 
Boston and vicinity. Several paid 
theirown passage, but brought little 
with them inthe way of money or 
household goods. The steamship 
Parthia, from Liverpool, arrived this 
morning and brought a large number 
of the same class of emigrants. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 1. 
Sixty-nine evicted farmers from 
Mayo and Galway arrived in the 
steamer Indiana. Rev. Bernard 8. 
Kelly of Galway was also a passenger. 
He has been sent tothis country by 
the Bishop of Tuam to raise money for 
the relief of the distressed of his flock.

FRIGHTFUL VENGEANCEJ 


Au Indian's Head Cut Of and His 
Body Burned. 


For some years there has been 
an Indian called Tybo Frank rang- 
ing about the country between 
Morey and Antelope Valley, and he 
has occasionally made a trip to Eu- 
reka, says the Sentinel. He was 
looked upon as a terror among his 
people, and the other Indians were 
afraid of him. About three years 
ago he killed an Indian down at 
Morey. The other Indians pursued 
and brought him to bay, but he 
steod them off. He had succeeded 
in making them believe that be was 
a supernatural being, and that a 
bullet could not enter his flesh. 
Recently de caused a good deal 
of trouble by stea'ing from the 
whites. On one occasion he had 


stolen a horse from J. C. Butler of 
Antelope valley, and was driving 
it away. Mr. Butler went after 
him to recover his property, and 
was confronted by Frank, who pre- 
sented a pistol to his forehead. Mr. 
Butler returned home and armed 
himself, but had to beat the horee-.| 
thief nearly to death before he could 
get his horse back. The Indians 
being greatly annoyed by such acts 
as these on the part of Tybo Frank, 
for which they were often blamed, 
and because also they lived in mor- 
tal dread of him themselves, deter- 
mined to get rid of him. They 
held a council on Ruby Hill, about 
three weeks ago, to devise means 
to accomplish his death. 

The council selected four of their 
cunningest braves, whe were sworn 
to hunt him down and take his life. 
These four started out on their mis- 
sion in a spring wagon, one of 
the number being ‘Wagon 
‘harley,’ and about two weeks ago 
came upon their man in the aiieh- 
borhood of Butler’s ranch, 12 or 15 
miles from Eureka, at the head of 
Antelope valley. They proposed to 
lake a hunting trip into the moun- 
tains, and invited Frank to go. with 
them. He suspected nothing, and | 
fellrightintothetrap. After hunt- 
ing allday the party of five built a 
camp fire and were making prep- 
alations to broil their game, when

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SUBJECT OF IRBIGATION. 


What Could be Done in this Matter 
With Capital. 

The attention of capitalists is 
hereby called to scme good invest- 
ments for their surplus wealth in 
Sierra Valley. There is at least 
100,000 acres of laud in the valley, 
says the Leader, susceptible of pro- 
ducing the finest crops of hay and 
grain if a little more moisture could 
be had during a short portion of tlie 
year. Most of this land would pro- 
duce an occasional crop during fa- 
vorable years, but the uncertainty 
of it has deterred people from culti- 
vating it. 

A very little water at the right 
time would insure a fu!l crep ever 
season, as the quality of: the soil 
cannot be excelled. There is enough 
water annually going to waste in 
the Spring to irrigate the whole 
valley twice over, if it could only 
be retained in reservoirs until two 
months later in the season. There 
are at leust a dozen streams pouring 
their waters into the valley from 
the surrounding hills, and scarcely 
one, which somewhere in its course 
in the mountains, could not be 
dammed and a little lake formed, 
whose waters could be held to be. 
utilized in June. 

In Creycroft Neck adam could be 
constructed to hold in reserve 
enough water to irrigate at least 
40,000 acres of land. This would re- 
claim all of the waste land on the 
west side of the valley, down as far 
as Beckworth. Then in Last 
Chance a reservoir could be had to 
irrigate all of the land from the 
Summit to Beckworth. The Little 
Truckee irrigating caual could be 
extended so that water could be 
carried nearly to the Summit. 
Thus we see that by these three 
schemes alone the whole valley 
could be watered, and scarcely an 
acre but what would produce its 
bushels of grain or tons of hay. 

There is not a rancher in the val- 
ley who would not give a dollar an 
acre to have his waste land irri- 
ed. Here isa fortune for capi- 
talists who are seeking a safe in- 
vestment for their money. Land 
can be acquired under the desert 
land act, which capital can secure 


one of the avengers grabbed Frank 
by the hair as he sat near the fire, | 
and pulled him over on his back.

hands, Frank’s fatherand squaw 
were in the neighborhood when he 
was killed. The former seemed 
unmoved by the tragedy. The lat- 
ter shed a few tears, but within 24 
heuis has ceased to evince any signs 
of grief whatever.
